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Detroit JCC Wins Agreement

ROIT-—-The Jewish Community Council reported this week 
that agreement on a compromise formula had been reached with 
the Detroit Kosher Butchers Association to end a 15-year struggle 
for greater communal supervision cf Kosher meat sales practices, 

At a meeting July 1, the associated butchers accepted a formula 


under which all Detroit Kosher 
putchers will display their cuts 
jn showcases with prices at- 
tached, as far as possible. 

The names of cuts not on dis- 
play will be listed in the show- 
case with prices indicated sep- 
arately for each cut. 

The JCC mov- 
ed quickly to 
set up the ma 
chinery to en 
force the pro- 
gram by announ-§ 
cing formationg 
of a joint com- 
mittee, consis- 
ting of repre- 
sentatives of the 
Jcc, the Coun- 
eil of Orthodox Rabbis and the 
Kosher Butchers Association. 

JCC officials said that agree- 
ment on such a committee was 
reached months ago but form- 
ation of the committee was de- 
Jayed while the Kosher butch- 
ers fought the demand of the 
Council for listing of a price bul- 
Jetin board in each Kosher shop, 

That was one of three points 
which the JCC proposed after 
an investigation last May which 
disclosed evidence of price 
gouging by Detroit Kosher But- 
chers. 

The JCC proposed that each 
butcher was to itemize prices 
and cuts of meat on all carry- 
out and telephone orders, in add- 
ition to the price bulletin board 
and joint committee proposals. 

Glazer Does It 

The formula was worked out 
by Dr. B. Benedict Glazer, Tem- 
ple Beth El rabbi, based on a 
suggestion by Julian Krolik, pres- 
ident of the Jewish Welfare Fed- 
eration. 

JCC officials said any complaint 
of a housewife will be submitted 
to the joint committee~and “if 
validated, it will be taken up and 
corrected.” 

To make sure that Detroit 
Jewish housewives know as#bout 
the JCC will 
launch an educational campaign 
to be headed by Rabbi Morris 
Adler, chairman of the Cu!ture 
Commission of the JCC, 

In its fight for posting of 
meat prices, the JCC organized 
a Women’s: Action Committee, 
eeeenting Zionist, fraternal

and synagogue women’s groups 
who sponsored a month-long, par- 
tial price bycott against butchers, 

Under the boycott, the women’s 
organizations pledged their mem- 
bers not to buy any Kosher meat 
costing more than 70 cents a 
pound. The Detroit Jewish 
CHRONICLE reported on the 
basis of an unofficial survey, that 
few of Detroit’s 25,000 Jewish 
housewives had supported the 
boycott. 

The agreement was regarded 
as a considerable victory for the 
JCC in its fight to establish the 
principle that Kosher butcher 
shops were not strictly private 
business. 

JCC officials said they believe 
that the agreement would help 
observance of Kashrtth and 
make the purchase of Kosher 
meat easier for those Jewish 
housewives struggling to main- 
tain observance of dietary law. 

Several investigations by a 
special committee of the JCC 
preceded the organization of the 
fight against the butchers, In a 
report last May, the special com- 
mittee flatly accused the butchers 
of gouging their customers, 

All of the reports indicated 
that many Jewish housewives, 
torn between the pressure of 
Strained budgets and the de- 
sire to buy only Kosher meat, 
had been forced by high Kos- 
her meat prices to give up Kas 
hruth to protect family budgets. 
The Motor City’s Orthodox Rab- 

binate, who claimed at earlier 
stages of the fight that they had 
not been consulted in what was 
essentially a religious issue, were 
represented in the later negot- 
iations and on the joint commit- 
tee. 

Among those who attended the 
settlement meeting were Rabbi 
David N. Bakst of the Council 
of Orthodox Rabbis.

U.S. Jewish Group's Aid To Scare 
On Red Anti-Semitism Held Error

INDIANAPOLIS (NJP)—The editor of the only German-Jewish weekly in the American zone in 
Germany said this week that his tour so far of the United States had given him a strong feeling 
that American Jews are determined to survive as Jews. 

Slender Ernest Landau, his left arm bearing the tatoo mark of the Nazi concentration camp, came 
to Indianapolis as part of a nation-wide tour by a four-man delegation. 


The four men are visiting the 
U. S. by invitation of the Educa- 
tion and Cultural Relations Ex- 
change of the War Department, 
under sponsorship of the Syna- 
gogue Council of America. They 
will be in the U. S. for three 
months. 

Landau, who talked to Jewish 
refugees fleeing from the Soviet 
satellite countries, said the im- 
pression in the American Jew- 
ish community that anti-Semitic 
incidents in the Russian sphere 
should be interpreted as Scviet 
Government policy is not war- 
ranted. 

He said the present scare was 
not justified by the facts and 
that he was inclined to believe 
that a U. S. Jewish organiza- 
tion was in error in lending its 
name to that scare. 

He said none of the refugees 
from Czechoslovakia, Hungary 
and Rumania to whem he talked 
gave anti-Semitism in those states 
as the reason for their departure. 

He said they told him they were 


being forced out of economic use- 


fulness by the spreading pace of 
nationalization. 

There has always been, and 
still is, plenty of popular anti- 
Semitism and anti-Semitic acts, 
Landau said he was infcrmed, but 
there was no evidence that such 
attitudes or acts are encouraged 
by the satellite governments. 

Landau also commented on the 
recent plea by Rabbi Steven S. 
Schwartzchild, a U.S. Reform 
rabbi stationed in Berlin. Rabbi 
Schwartzchild said that there was 
a substantial Reform element in 
the German Jewish community 
and that it should get help from 
American Reform Jews. (NJP 
May 20). 

Landau dismissed the plea as 
nonsense, asserting there was 
no prospect whatever of a sta- 
ble and permanent Jewish com- 
munity anywhere in Germany. 
He said the Central Committee 

of Liberated Jews, the highest 
elective Jewish body in western 
Germany, voted unanimously last 
March to stop all German-Jew- 
ish, Hebrew and Yiddish publica- 
tions within the next year. 

The process will take place be- 
tween June, 1950 and September, 
1950. The June 1950 date marks

the period of the end of mass mi- 
gration from Germany te. Israel. 
The International Refugee Or- 
ganization will go out of business 
on that date and all Israeli con- 
sulates wil be closed by that date. 

“The decision to halt all Jew- 
ish publications was taken be- 
cause of the desire of remaining 
Jews to leave no cultural links 
whatever with Germany,” Lan- 
dau said. 

He said flatly that no Jew has 
any intention of staying in Ger- 
many permanently. He said that 
after next June, some 25,000 Jews 
will remain in Germany. These 
include some 15,000 Jewish DPs, 
who have come to live in Ger- 
many. 

He said two factors will keep 
the able-bedied in Germany for a 
while. One is the replacement by 
the American military govern- 
ment of the former licensing sys- 
tem with a free enterprise frame- 
work. This has given the DPs a 
chance to integrate themselves 
economically. 

The second factor is a belief 
that life can be secure for about 
ten years. That belief is based on 
the guess that the Western pow- 
ers will not withdraw before the 
end of that time. 

“They don’t intend to stay a 
day after Western protection is 
withdrawn,” Landau asserted. 
“They Sroneney | will be P gone well 








before that happens.” 


The German Jews after June, 
1950 will represent the special 
cases—the aged and infirm and 
sick. There are no young people 
left among the German Jews. 
The average age of German Jews 
in the American zone is 67 years, 
he said. 

“No Jews will be living in Bere 
lin either, after western protece 
tion is withdrawn,” Landau said. 
“There is no basis whatever for 
Rabbis Schwartzchild’s dream of 
a renascent creative Jewish com- 
munity, Reform or otherwise.” 

He cited a similar opinion by 
Dr. Hans Erich Fabian, president 
of the Berlin Jewish community. 

Emphasizing that he regarded 
the U.S. Jewish communities he 
has visited as vigorous and active, 
he said American Jews by and 
large have the wish to survive as 
Jews but do not know how to go 
about achieving that goal. 

“The American Jew seems to 
feel his way in the dark, hunting 
for a means to sustain his Jewe 
ishness,” the blue-eyed Vienna. 
born editor said. 

He said he did not get the feel 
ing that American Jews were 
scared Jews. They may have been, 
he said, but they aren’t now. 

Landau, bern, raised and edu- 
cated in Vienna, worked on the 
Neuie Freie Presse—famed in 
Zionism for Theodor Herz]’s con- 
nection with it—and other news- 
papers. He fled to Belgium in 1938 
when the Nazis absorbed Austria, 
There he joined the Belgian re- 
sistance mevement where the 
Gestapo caught up with him. 

From January, 1941, when he 
was arrested, until May, 1945 
when he was liberated by Ameri-« 
can troops, he endured the hor- 
rors of Auschwitz, Warsaw, Dac- 
hau and other’ concentration 
camps. 

After working on DENA, the 
German news agency, under U.S. 
army auspices, he was given a 
license to start a paper in Aug- 
ust, 1947, first as a fortnightly 
and then as a weekly. Its present 
circulation is 40,000. In line with 
the decision of the Central Com- 
mittee of Lberated Jews the 
Neue Welt will be halted forever 
by ne 1950. 


Mapai Bows To Economic Pressure In First Israel Wage Cuts 


JERUSALEM—The hard facts of economics this 
week forced the socialist government of Israel to cut 
workers’ wages. 


An urgently summoned conference of the Mapai 
was informed of the decision, the Jewish Telegraphic 
_ Agency reported. 


The wage cuts were scheduled to go nto effect - 


this week end, the JTA reported, but the dispatch 
did not indicate the amount of the cuts or how they 
were to be applied. 


Leaders of the Mapai, the dominant party in the 
Israeli coalition government, have been struggling 
for some time with the problems brought by the 
high wage structure createl by the strength of labor 
in Israel. 

High production costs, due in part to the high 
wages, threaten Israel’s capacity to compete for 
®verseas markets. Such costs are a deterrent to pri- 


vate investors, who fear that profits will be uncer- 
tain as long as high wages and high costs prevail. 

High wages also are an important factor in the 
galloping inflation in Israel. When the government 
announced an austerity program in May, aimed at 
reducing the cost of living by lowering prices, crit- 
ics said the move would be meaningless as long as 
wages remained untouched. 

The Mapai, committed to a socialist philosophy, 
has wrestled with the problem. In part, the issue is a 
political one. The Mapai fears loss of support from 
its followers in such an unpopular move. 

That the Mapai had reason to fear the political 
consequences of the wage cutting decision was made 
apparent immediately. The Mapam, which is more 
left than Mapai and the second largest party in Is- 
rael, immediately announced its unalterable oppo- 
sition to any wage cuts. The Mapam wants stiffer 
income taxes and closer governmental control as 


the answer. 

The JTA dispatch said that the day the cuts go 
into effect was described in Jerusalem as a “turning 
day” in the Jewish State. 

The Mapam-controlled Bakers’ union met the 
news with the threat of a nation-wide 24 hour pro- 
test strike, the JTA reported. It would be the first 
such strike since establishment of Israel. 

The announcement by the bakers followed a res- 
olution adopted at a session of the Mapam executive 
council. The resolution said that Mapam would stand 
by the workers and defend their wages, the JTA 
reported. 

A stormy session of the executive council of the 
Histadrut, the general confederation of labor 
unions, was anticipated. 

Speculation mounted over the possibility of a sharp 
split within the giant Histadrut, made up of both 
Mapam and Mapai members,

threateningly. The Labor Zionists have not filled 

it—that much is clear from the Assembly. The 

General Zionists, more especially the ZOA, still constitute the ele- 
ment most fit to carry the ball of Zionism in America. 

What, then, is to be done? I work on the assumption that Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver is out of the picture for some time. There remain 
other leaders of stature: Louis Lipsky, Morris Rothenberg, Emanuel 
Neumann, Nahum Goldmann, and, in September, when he returns 
from Israel, Israel Goldstein. Lipsky, Rothenberg and Goldstein 
have been the least intransigent in all recent controversies, but 
sought to work out a line of action independent of partisan and 
personal passions. Each one 6f them finally took sides when he 
saw no other way. Neumann and Goldmann have been pretty 
much on the opposite sides of the fence, and with a vengeance, It 
is these two who will have to do the real making up. 

Perhaps the other three—or rather the other two, since Gold- 
rstein is in Israel] now—should bring them together. Perhaps Lipsky 
a; the elder statesman should take the initiative. The point is hat 
we need the whole team to fill the gap. The point is that the old 
quarrels, whether personal or ideological, have now lost most of 
their meaning. 

Men of stature are needed in American Zionism. They are 
needed all the more now that Silver is out as the leader. Once a 
few men of stature put their heads together, the chances are 
greater that a way will be found out of the present crisis. 

* * * 
So I made fun of the type of mentality of American Jew 
who seeks to introduce the American “sistem” in Israel, I 
little dreamed that I should have to apply my admonition to an 
American member of the Jewish Agency Executive and to a leader 
of Reform Judaism in this country. But they did make the head- 
lines, and there is no escaping the harm. 

Israel is not perfect. But it is a healthy and vigorous democ- 
racy. There is a press and there is a Parliament (Knesset) who 
are anything but asleep and who stand guard over Jsrael’s demo- 
cratic liberties. There is no need to use the platform of a ballroom 
in a New York or in a Bretton Woods hotel to warn the world 
against the dangers of excessive army rule or theocracy in Israel. 
And when a responsible leader does make a statement about a cer- 
tain phenomenon or event in Israel of which he is critical, he ought 
to present the facts accurately and give the proper background. He 
ought to know how to avoid giving the reading public a distorted 
picture.

FIRST ABOUT THAT TERRIBLE THING in Israel, military 
rule. Two facts were cited by a member of the Jewish Agency Ex- 
ecutive in support of his warning that “dangers are looming on the 
horizon” to Israel’s civil liberties. One was that “the army” com- 
pelled the Habimah theatre to change a dialogue in the popular 
play “In the Steppes of the Negev” (Bearvot Ha-negev). The other 
was the elimination by the censor of a poem by Alterman in Davar 
asking what happened to Palmach. 

I happened to be in Israel when the play in question began 
to be produced and I saw the daily paper flooded with letters by 
indignant soldiers of the Army of Israel protesting against what 
they considered a slander on them in the play. There were 
many demonstrations by soldiers in and around the theatre 
when the play ran, in Tel-Aviv and in other places. So the 
Habimah, in response to popular pressure, eliminated the offen- 
sive passage and substituted another one. It was not, as was 
implied in a speech in New York, afi arbitrary action by Israel’s 
brass hats. 

There is military censorship in Israel. A damn nuisance, as 
censorship always is, and an occasion for little bureaucrats to show 
their stupidity. My letter from Israel to my son was censored so 
‘as to strike out the word Beth Eshel, the ghost kibbutz which I 
visited. But my son saw pictures of Beth Eshel in Life magazine 
and recognized the place I described in my letter. Now, what was 
the censor’s idea in striking out Beth Eshel? He probably thought 
it was still a military secret. 

The same type of an offense—more serious, to be sure— 
was committed by the censor who did not permit Davar to 
publish Nathan Alterman’s poem on the Palmach. Palmach, 
the heroic commando unit which held back the Arabs before 
the Army of Israel was formed, is a military matter—maybe, 
with a stretch of bureaucratic imagination, even a military 
secret. 

The worst that could be said about the elimination of the poem 
tis that it was gross misjudgment or abuse of power by a censor. 
There is no point in implying that the government as a whole is to 
be held responsible for it. At any rate, the question was thoroughly 
and vehemently debated in the Knesset before it was mentioned 
from the platform of the New York hotel. Obviously there are 
enough members of the Knesset to raise a question and put the 
government through the wringer when anything like that happens. 
'So there is no need for crusades from here. 

The charge of “theocracy” is bound up with the whole ques- 
! tion of Israel’s constitutional practice. There is abysmal ignorance 
‘jn the subject. I shall have to discuss it more thoroughly than I 
\ean in the few lines that are left to me.

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Pasadena Jews Find Their Organic Community 
Has Ended Normal Internal Jewish Bickering 


PASADENA, Calif.—Three hundred of Pasadena’s 500 Jewish families are members of the only 
organic Jewish community in the United States and another 100 are expected to be enrolled before 
the end of the year, Eventually all but a hard core will be part of the Pasadena Jewish Community 


(PJC). 


Rabbi Max Vorspan, the youthful sparkplug who sold Pasadena Jewish leaders on the idea of 


making real one of the most 
hotly-debated ideas in American 
Jewish thinking, believes that the 
PJC actually is working. 


The machinery is a system of 
bureaus, which operate the Jew- 
ish institutions of Pasadena. All 
local Jewish organizations are 
members of the PJC. 
Membership is open to 
any Jew who public ad- 
mits his Jewishness and 
the charge is whatever 
the individual Jew feels is right. 

For his money and his mem- 
bership the Pasadena Jew has 
access to all the institutions of 
a typical Jewish community. 


If you ask Rabbi Vorspan about 
the practical efficiency of the 
PJC, which has just ended its 
first year, he answers that the 
PJC “can exist as an efficient 
managerial or administrative 
tool without having any direct 
influence on the lives of those 
who live in the community.” 


Maybe It’s Enough 

U. S. Jews who are aware of 
the fantastic waste, duplication 
and battles for power and pres- 
tige which constitutes much of 
American Jewish life will sym- 
pathize with Rabbi Vorspan’s de- 
sire for a true community, But 
they will not be inclined to min- 
imize any “efficient managerial or 
administrative tool” in examin- 
ing the PJC, 


Specifically, such questions as 
these come to mind: 


What Happens When—? 
What happens when a national 
agency comes into the community 
to start a fund raising cam- 
paign, perhaps in defiance of 
an agreement with—say—the 
Joint Distribution Committee? 


Or how are the divergent and 
clashing interests of local rep- 
resentative of national organi- 
zations kept working in harmony 
for the ideal of an organic com- 
munity, which is at best a little 
hazy in the mind of the average 
Jew, while loyalty to the local 
B’nai B'rith is very real? 

Or what happens in that re- 
markable instrument, the alloc- 
ations committee, by which the 
presumed best minds of the Jew- 
ish community decide which na- 
tional organization shall get: how 
much money from the local con- 
tributions to the United Jewish 
Appeal? 

Or what happens when the 
Orthodox Jewish element decides 
that the Reform Jews in the com- 
munity are a bunch of Goyim 
and refuse to cooperate with them 
in any way? 


Fund Handling A Case 
Consider fund-handling. As one 
of the major elements in the 
switchover from a non-organic 


to an organic community, the 
Jewish Community Council 
moved into the newly-formed 


PJC as its Welfare Fund Coun- 
cil. 

All money raising is under 
the jurisdiction of that fund coun- 
cil. Its rulings, with the backing 
of the organic community, are 
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decisive. 

Internally, so far, at least, fric- 
tion also is kept at a minimum. 
Each organization in Pasadena 
which is national in scope is given 
certain money-raising privileges. 
B’nai B’rith for example is al- 
lowed to have a fund drive once 
a year among its own members, 


If B’nai B'rith or the Zionist 
Organization of America district 
went into money raising activi- 
ties beyond the agreements with 
the Fund Council, it has_ the 
power to stop allocations to the 
offending organization. So far 
that big stick has never been 
wielded but it’s there and handy. 

Nearby Duarte Sanatorium has 
been trying for years to establish 
an organization in Pasadena to 
raise money for the Los Angeles 
institution. This has never been 
permitted on grounds that if the 
sanatorium needs money, the 
PJC will provide it from the Wel- 
fare Fund but Pasadena Jewry 
doesn’t want organizations in it 
existing just to raise money. 


Room For All 

“The PJC will legitimatize any 
organization which it deems to 
serve a useful purpose and add 
it to the Council of Organiza- 
tions,” the overall governing body 
of the PJC, Rabbi Vorspan ex- 
plains, 

An organic community remains 
a voluntary community and any 
group of individuals can organ- 
ize whatever they want to organ- 
ize in Pasadena, But the PJC 
can deny the wildcat organiza- 
tion use of its facilities, including 
the all-important matter of pu- 
blicity machinery. 

In the face of a publicly-rea- 
ched decision that the organ- 
ization would make no useful 
contribution, it would probably 
get few members. 

So far this too remains a theo- 
retical problem. 

U.S. Jewish communities, par- 
ticularly since the savage fight 
between the ZOA and the Jewish 
Agency over control of the Uni- 
ted Jewish Appeal, have suffered 
deep wounds in the struggle of 
Zionists against anti-Zionists and 
non-Zionists at the community 
level, What happened in Pasa- 
dena? 


All Are Zionists 

The answer in this case is.a 
unique situation which has noth- 
ing to do with the type of com: 
munity organization, Rabbi Vors- 
pan says he knows of no non- 
Zionists in Pasadena and that 
if there are some, “they are not 
taking part in Pasadena Jewish 
life.” 

The unseemly strife for mem- 
bers, prestige, power and pub- 
licity is an ugly scar in too many 
Jewish communities. What about 
Pasadena? 

“Believe it or not, but our or- 
ganizations right now have no 
conflicts of any kind,” says the 
young rabbi. 

Whether the machinery has 
anything to do with it or not is, 
as Rabbi Vorspan is the first to 
point out, something only the 
future can tell. But there are a 
few bits of evidence worth not- 
ing. 


Things Are Different 
For instance, there is that 
little matter of the situation in 
which two Jewish organizations 


scheduled major events on exactly 
the same night and—it has even 
been reported—in the same hall, 

In Pasadena, the Council of 

Organizations by general con- 
sent establishes the community 
calendar, Any Jewish organi. 
zation ignoring the calendar 
would face the problem of ex. 
plaining at the next meeting 
of the Council of Organiza. 
tions, to which all organiza. 
tions belong, why it had done 
so. 
The Council of Organizations 
also determines the money-rai. 
sing dates and events of each 
organization, thus _ eliminating 
another fruitful source of dup. 
lication and bickering. 

Allocation committee meetings 
frequently are the scene for some 
of the most bitter struggles in 
local Jewish community life. The 
allocations committee of the Pas. 
adena Welfare Fund brings in 
its report and the Council of 
Organizations—not the welfare 
fund—makes the decisions. 

How does religion and relig- 
ious groups fare in the only or 
ganic community? 

How About Traditions? 

Since the PJC is fundament. 
ally cast in a religious frame. 
work, the issues of appropriate 
respect for Jewish tradition and 
ritual bulks large. Indeed it is 
a good deal more important than 
in typical Jewish communities 
where strong Jewish organiza- 
tions can carry on extensive Jew- 
ish activities with virtually no 
attention to such matters as ob- 
servance of the Sabbath. 

Sabbath observance and diet: 
ary law are observed in all the 
institutions in Pasadena Jewish 
life, since they are operated by 
the PJC, But the non-religious 
Jews do not complain. They ac 
cept the religious program in- 
volved. 

To what extent religious har- 
mony depends on the fact that 
Pasadena has no ultra-Orthodox 
Jews remains an interesting ques 
tion. 

“At present we have Conserv 
ative services on Friday night 
and Orthodox on Saturday,” says 
Rabbi Vorspan. “When we went 
to the civic auditorium for the 
High Holy Days, we offered the 
Temple to any group that wanted

“God doesn’t have to be told

cal Seminary professor told some 50 laymen attending the five-day sessions. 


Explaining his view that “we 
can find God in discussion and 
study,” Dr. Kaplan declared that 
the “monopoly of worship and 

yer kills Judaism.” He criti- 
ewed the unending repetition of 
modern Jewish prayer _and im- 


‘plored that prayer not be killed 


py repetition. 

Modern day synagogues were 
described by the venerable Jew- 
ish scholar as “prayer machines 
and prayer factories.” 

Illustrating his thesis, Dr. Kap- 
Jan said that on Yom Kippur, he 
would divide the congregation in- 
to study groups which would go 
off to separate rooms for discus- 
sion and meditation, in place of 
the present continuing repetition 
of the traditional prayers. 

Yom Kippur Suggestion 

He said that Yom Kippur 
should be turned into an -Insti- 
tute on Judaism. 

He said there was no injunc- 
tion in the Torah to pray but that 
the command to study runs 
through Jewish law and tradition. 

At one poinnt Dr. Kaplan 
said that he didn’t think that 
his suggestion would be carried 
out in the lifetime of any of his 
listeners, but he chalfenged any 
Jewish scholar to prove that he 
was wrong. His proposal 
would make teachers of the 
rabbinate. 

Some 50 lay leaders from four 
states received diplomas at clos- 
ing exercises from Maurice Wein- 
stein, Charlotte, N. C., president 
of the B’nai B’rith of North Caro- 
lina, which sponsored the Insti- 
tute.

A SHARP LIST OF QUESTIONS 
FOR A FIRST TRIP TO ISRAEL 


By CARL ALPERT 
Y THE time this appears in print our plane will already have 
landed at Lydda, and we shall have begun the four-week visit 
to Israel which is to be part business and part pleasure. 

Why does an American Jew visit Israel? Primarily, no doubt, 
the motivation is intellectual curiosity—the desire to witness and 
touch this miraculous thing which has happened. 
As far as I am concerned the rest of thes trip is 
but wasted time en route to Israel, and I can under- 
stand, but not subscribe to the wishes of some of 
my fellow passengers to stop over in Paris for a 
few days. We are due to remain in Switzerland 
for half a day, but this, too, will be merely time 
lost from Israel. . 

Beyond idle curiosity, however, I go to Israel 
with very real questions. It is impossible to asccr- 
tain all truths on the basis of the quick impressions 
of a tourist, of course, but I hope to avoid the pitfall of trying to 
see everything. I am not interested in geographic locations so 
much as in people and in human institutions. It will be possible 
to list cities and villages, mountains, valleys, shrines and rivers 
which I “missed” but all the tourist can expect is a rubber-neck 
version of these. 





AMONG THE QUESTIONS with which I come to Israel are 
the following: 

Is this the kind of country to which American Jews can emi- 
grate in large numbers? Granted that the amenities of life are still 
primitive according to American standards, are there enough other 
compensations to induce the comfortable Jewish family here to 
pull up its roots and begin a new life in Israel? 

What will be the outcome of the mounting struggle between 
the religionists and the secularists in the new state? Will or- 
ganized religion dominate the government, the laws and the 
lives of the people, or will there be a clear-cut separation be- 
tween church and state as we know it in America? Or will 
there emerge a new concept of religious influence on public life 
in a form which we can not yet conceive? 

What is happening to the popular conception of Israel as a 
model experiment in social relationships, with exploitation and 
profiteering and all the evils of capitalism eliminated? Have the 
collective settlements filled their historic function, and are they 
now slated to give way to private enterprise and large-scale indus- 
trialization? 

What is life like in the Jewish State for a non-Jew, say for a 
Christian? If his children go to school in Tel Aviv, do they have to 
sng the Chanukah songs, or can they abstain? Is there any feeling 
of Anti-Gentilism, any unwillingness to rent apartments to non-Jews, 
any unhealthy manifestations of the Jewish majority status? 

What fresh struggles are resulting from the new character of 
the current wave of immigrants? Considering that within a few 
years the new immigrants will outnumber the old inhabitants, what 
are the chances that the nature and the outlook of the country 
may be drastically changed by sheer weight of numbers of the re- 
cent arrivals? ; 


WHAT DO THE JEWS OF ISRAEL really think of the Dias- 
pora? Do they consider that even the American Jewish community 
will ultimately be liquidated, and that Jewish life will continue to 
exist only in Israel? Is there any gratitude to American Jews for 
assistance rendered, or, as has been reported by some observers, 
only ungracious contempt? 

How strong are the Cheruth and Revisionist parties? The an- 
swer to this will contain the key to the question: Does the man 
in the street have any dreams of Israeli expansionism, of eventually 
taking over, by cession or purchase or force, adjacent Arab terri- 
tory? 

Is Israel destined to be one of the great nations of the world, 
or will it remain merely an annoying trouble-spot, emparable to 
one of the Balkan countries? 

What is Judaism in the Jewish State? What is a Jew? What is 
the status of the Episcopalian citizen and of his children born in 
Israel? 


I GO TO ISRAEL WITH MANY questions; I may not find the 
answers to all of them, but I shall try to share with readers of the 
NJP, in the weeks to come, the impressions and the observations 
of my trip.

All Lies, Says Friedman-Yellin 


Deny Reports Sternists Plan 
To Kill Anti-Zionist Red Chiefs

AVIV—Nathan Friedman-Yellin, former leader of the 
Sternist group, denied this week a report that the terrorist group 
has established headquarters “somewhere in Italy” for a campaign 
threatening reprisals against leaders of Soviet satellite states for 


anti-Zionist activities. 

The report was made by the 
United Nations World in its July 
issue. The report said that on 
June 22, the Sternists sent let- 
ters to leaders in Soviet controll- 
ed states threatening them with 
assassination for attacks on Zion- 
ists and the stoppage of Jewish 
migration to Israel. 

The report said that the execu- 
tive committee of the terrorist 
group threatened in its letters to 
parachute 200 trigger men into 
East European countries with or- 
ders to assassinate Communist 
officials responsible for the bar- 
rier to would-be Jewish migrants, 
Communist propagandists “re- 
sponsible for the revived anti- 
Semitism and anti-Zionism in the 
Communist areas’ collaboration- 
ist Jews supporting anti-Jewish 
moves, and top leaders in Hun- 
gary, Rumania, Poland and even 
in the USSR “should preliminary 
killings not reverse present poli- 

“The Sternists moved with 
such speed that next day one 
man on the new Sternist black- 
list received a warning letter,” 
the report said. “He was vice 
premier Erno Gero of Hungary, 
himself a Jew.” 

“The allegations in the United 
Nations World article of threat- 
ened terrorist acts are all lies,” 
Friedman-Yelin said. 

‘He said it was true that the 
Sternists had agents in various 
countries, including countries of 
Eastern Europe but they were 
there with the permission of the 
respective governments and their 
function was to organize the mi- 
gration of Jewish youth to Israel.

of fair coverage in the local An- 
glo-Jewish press for Council ac- 
tivities. 

The speeches by the spright- 
ly, white-haired anti-Zionist 
prought a rush call for rein- 
forcements. In response, Dr. Ss. 
Andhil Fineberg, chief of com- 
munity relations service of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
appeared before the same group 
addressed by Buckner. 

An unofficial greup of Pontiac 
and Detroit Jewish leaders, meet- 
ing informally with Buckner, had 
persuaded him to agree to halt 
those speeches, in exchange for 
their promise to seek to meet his 
request for opportunities to get 
the Council viewpoint befcre De- 
troit and Pontiac Jewry, plus lo- 
eal coverage. 

JCC Says No 

Buckner subsequently was in- 
formed that the Detroit Jewish 
Community Council, which was 
informally represented in the ne- 
gotiations with the anti-Zionist, 
would not use its influence to ob- 
tain publicity for the Council’s 
viewpoint in Detroit. 

He thereupon informed Abe 
Srere, top Detroit Zionist and 
communal leader, that the issue 
of continuation of anti-Zionist 
talks “will be a matter for our 
group to decide upon the course 
we will now follow.” 

He said he was sending a copy 
of his letter, taking that position, 
to Rabbi Elmer Berger, national 
executive director of the Council, 
indicating that the national office 
had been kept informed of devel- 
opments. 

Buckner Has Answer 

Before the rejection by the De- 
troit JCC of the proposal that it 
seek to win backing for Buck- 
ner’s proposals, the Pontiac Coun- 
cil leader told The Post, in a tel- 
ephone interview, that his speech 
before the Kiwanis and Lions, 
contained no reference to dual 
loyalties. 

The Council is the only organ- 
ation in the U. S., Jewish or 
otherwise, to assert that support 
of U.S. Jews for Israel involves 
the possibility of dual national 
loyalties, a charge which has 
been bitterly attacked by both 
Zionists and non-Zicnists. 

An examination of the text of 
Buckner’s speech indicated he 
was correct in saying he had not 
Made the charge. The speech 
Contained the customary Council 
insistence that Jews were to be 
defined by religion only, that it 
was basic Zionist doctrine that all 
Jews were homeless outside of 
Israel, and that American Jews 
had no obligations t@Israel that

not.

Not His Talk 

Buckner charged that it was 
not his talk but the version 
spread by the three Jewish listen- 


ers that caused all the excite- 
ment. 
After he finished his _ talk, 


Steinman, a Zicnist, stood up and 
said he had a statement to make. 
He told his astonished listeners 
that Buckner’s speech was full of 
lies and misrepresentations and 
that they had heard a Jewish an- 
ti-Semite. 

Abe Srere subsequently sug- 
gested to Buckner that a quiet 
meeting to discuss the whole mat- 
ter would be desirable. The meet- 
ing which was held near the end 
of May at the Standard Club, was 
attended by Buckner, Srere, Abe 
Levin, a prominent Detroit at- 
torney, Boris M. Joffe, executive 
director of the Detroit Jewish 
Community Council, and Henry 
Weinman, another Jewish com- 
munal leader. 

Also present were two Detroit 
Council members, Julian Wolf- 
ner and Louis Frank. 

Buckner told the group he was 
willing to stop making anti-Zion- 
ist speeches on his conditions. 

Buckner had sent a copy of 
his Speech to Srere, Levin and 
Wineman in advance of the 
meeting of the Standard Club. 
He said the three men all told 
him that the versions they had 
received of the speech differed 
materially from the text. 

Fineberg’s speetch on July 5 
before the same Kiwanis group 
was quoted at considerable length 
in the Pontiac DAILY PRESS. 
Fineberg dealt indirectly with 
Buckner’s charges by pointing 
out that Americans have always 
been interested in foreign nations, 
particularly those with which 
they had a bond ethnically. 

Many Loyalties Possible 

“American citizens have a right 
to be lcyal not only to their own 
country, but loyal to their fami- 
ly, loyal to their faith, and loy- 


berg told the Kiwanis-Lions meet- 
ing. 

He also urged sympathy for the 
tremendous problems with which 
Israel was struggling in solving 
the Jewish Displaced Persons 
problem, “a herculean undertak- 
ing such as no other infant na- 
tion has ever attempted.” 


He emphasized that he was a 
non-Zionist and that the Ameri- 
can‘ Jewish Committee was a 

non-Zionist organization. 

Buckner said he had been out 
of town July 5 and did not hear 
Fineberg’s statement. But judg- 
ing from the report in the Pon- 
tiac daily, he said it was a fair 
statement, “though colored from 
the Zionist viewpoint.” 

He said he did not regard the 
Fineberg speech as a refutation 
of the speech he had made before 
the same group. 

All Is Friendly 

Fineberg and Lapides visited 
Buckner at his home the night 
of July 5 to discuss the problem. 
Buckner said he made no specific 
pledge of any kind at the meet- 
ing at his home. 

Commenting on the rumors of 
ostracism, Buckner said, “If I 
am being ostracized, I haven’t 
noticed it. 

“IT have heard there kas been 
discussion about ousting me from 
the Franklin Hills Country Club. 
One cr two members have made 
such suggestions, I’ve been told. 
I don’t know if it has gone be- 
yond that.” 

He said there “may have been” 
Similar talk about his member- 
ship in Detroit’s big Reform Tem- 
ple Beth El but that he hadn’t 
heard of any. 

Buckner insisted he did not 
think his anti-Zionist speeches 
were harmful te Jews. 

No Harm Meant 

“IT don’t want to do anything 
to harm Jews,” he said emphati- 
cally. 

He was then asked whether he 
considered the Council charge of 
dual loyalties, when made before 
non-Jewish groups, as harmful to 
Jews. 

Citing the text of his Kiwanis 
talks as a reminder that he had 
not made that charge in that par- 
ticular talk, he said, “But I don’t 
think it is harmful.” 

He was asked what he thought 
of the contention of Council crit- 
ics that there was no evidence to 
indicate that non-Jews were 
aware of the possibility of dual 
loyalties, except in cases where 
Council speakers had informed 
them of the alleged possibility. 

“You're underestimating the in- 
telligence of Americans” Buckner 
retorted. “Dont you think they 
understand what it means when 
they hear of American Jews sing- 
ing Hatikvah?” 

He was asked about rumors 
that several members of the Pon- 
tiac Council chapter had resign- 
ed in protest against his speech. 
He said only one of the 12 mem- 
bers had resigned, a non-Zionist. 
Buckner said that member re- 
signed on grounds that such 
speeches should not be made to 
non-Jewish groups. : 

Buckner was asked specifically 
if he would accept any more in- 
vitations to make speeches before 
non-Jewish groups. 

He replied that his understand- 
ing was that if the Jewish lead-

ers with whom the arrangement 
was made “can work out an op- 
portunity for presentation of the 
Council viewpoint to Jewish 
groups, I will certainly not con- 
tinue.” 
A Suitable Deal 

He was asked what he would 
consider evidence of a suitable ar- 
rangement. He said, “invitations 


to the Council ‘te present its 
viewpoint, in line with its pro- 
portion of membership in the 


Jewish community, and fair cov- 
erage in the locai Jewish press.” 

“While the negotiations are 
underway, I won’t accept any 


further invitations to talk to non- 
Jews on the subject, but if the 
negotiations collapse, we of the 
Council will be free to present 
our viewpoint to any audience 
that wants to hear us,” he said. 

He was asked how long he 
would be willing to wait for a 
definite conclusion of the negotia- 
tions. 

“I’m in no hurry,” he said, “but 
I won’t be pushed around.” 

Who Called Him? 

It was not learned at what 
level the decision was made to 
cgll in Fineberg to refute Buck- 
ner’s speech. It was reported 
that the local Anti-Defamation 
League sought to take action but 
desisted when Pontiac Zionists 
objected. 

Rabbi Milton Rosenbaum if 
Temple Beth El in Pontiac com- 
mented that there were too many 
Jewish experts involved and that 
all the investigation would only 
do service to the Council.

HE Israel Music Foundation, 
established with rather elab- 
orate machinery to capture the 
imagination and markets of disc- 
minded U. S., offers on these rec- 
ords four novel and interesting 
interpretations of selections fa- 
miliar to most of us. They are 
sung in Hebrew for the first 
time on records. By and large, 
the performances are first-rate; 
only in recording do they suffer 
at all. 


I was stirried by the rendition 
of “Hatikvah.” H is usually a 
melody too easily slurred by sen- 
timent, and always it is sung as 
if it were not an anthem but 
some sort of synagogue hymn. 
Here, it gets a massive treatment 
and sounds as the anthem of a 
people should—vast, stately, 
measured, majestic. You will be 
surprised and pleased at the or- 
chestration and the sound phras- 
ing which has an effect of draw- 
ing stanzas out to their full 
length, 


“Hatikvah” has been the He- 
brew anthem for nearly 60 years. 
It was first written as a poem by 
Naphtali Hertz Imber in 1878 and 
set to music several years later 
by Samuel Cohen. It is a beauti- 
ful anthem and deserves to be 
sung just as it is here. An organ 
supplements the orchestra and 
the combined choir and chorus. 


It is easy to soar into superla- 
tives, so I shall simply say that 
the “Hallelujah” Chorus raised 
the hackles on my skin by its 
sheer excitement. I have never 
heard it sung with such _ great 
joy. If anyone had told me that 
several hundred persons who per- 
formed this were gazing upon the 
Messiah as they sang, I would 
have no doubt that they actually 
were. If you possess any regard 
for music, you will be thrilled 
and inspired as the voices rise to 
such heights you might think 
your heart would burst with glad- 
ness. 


I was somewhat agreeably star- 
tled to find someone with a name 
like Abraham Vilkomirsky sing- 
ing “E Lucevan le Stelle,” or a 
lady with the homespun title of 
Yosefa Shocken undertaking the 
dramatics of “Vissi d’Arte,” and 
both in Hebrew. Let us_ hope 
that if either Mr. Vilkomirsky or 
Miss Shocken pursue careers out- 
side their own country they will 
shun from idealizing their names. 
Vilkomirsky and Shocken in 
“Tosca” sounds too good to be 
true. 

Both are young (he is only 26), 
and although they give everything 
to their arias but the leavening 
of sophistication, their voices are 
strong and well-timbred. 

Miss Shocken shows perhaps 
the mere extensive training; she 
is a native of Germany and 
achieved prominence there before

Unfortunately, the organization 
There are toc. many highs and 
is not working with an unlimited 
stand, and recording and pressing 
equipment, or their rentals, come 
high. This may account for the 
only flaw I could find in the me 
chanics of these first IMF ree 
ords I have heard—bad acoustics. 
There are to many highs and 
too many lows and too few it- 
betweens. The effect is brassy and 
glaring in spots, and basso pro 
fundo in others. Ht all sounds as 
if the microphones were improp 
erly set, or there were too few 
to begin with. I have a small sus: 
picion that in the two choruses, 
the same job could have. been 
done better on a less mammoth 
scale: many fewer singers and 4 
smaller orchesttra. Might does 
not make right; the recording 
groove cannot absorb too much 
sound without making it seem 
all the same. 

The Foundation will doubtless 
continue to recerd songs and mu 
sic of-Israel?

RABBI WEINSTEIN WRONG IN STAND 
DENYING NEED FOR ROMANTIC LOVE 


By HELEN COHEN 
ABBI Jacob J. Weinstein chooses a very unfortunate illustration 
for his stand against “romantic love” in the RECONSTRUC- 
TIONIST magazine, when he cites the story of Isaac and Rebecca as 
typifying “the Jewish conception of love and mar- 
riage,” i. e., a marriage arranged by a shadchan. 

You don’t have to be told the story of how Abra- 
ham sent his old servant to his distant relatives to 
pick out a suitable wife for Isaac, and of how the 
servant returned with Rebekah. 

Using Isaac and Rebekah as proof that the most 
enduring love comes after marriage was unfortu- 
“nate, Rabbi Weinstein, because you have only to 
travel a single generation, from father to son, to 
find one of the world’s most beautiful love stories. 

Much more impressive and convincing than his father’s account 
is the romance of Jacob and Rachel, whose devotion to each other 
outlasted the seven years he was forced to win her (“and Jacob 
served seven years for Rachel; and they seemed unto him but a few 
days, for the love he had to her” Genesis 29:20), 
whose love was so strong that though Leah and two 
handmaidens gave him 10 other sons, Rachel’s Jo- 
seph and Benjamin were their father’s heart 
of hearts after their mother’s untimely death. , 

There was a story of love which even death 
eould not diminish. 

You argue, Rabbi, that a sound marriage is 
based on “common background and objectives and, |: 
above all, a common dedication to a purpose larger 
than the individual happiness of the persons involv- 
ed.” Fine and true. But this doesn’t conflict with WEINSTEIN 
or Jessen the importance of love as a prerequisite of marriage. 

You say that because “marriage succeeds by a monotonous rep- 
etition of routine, mundane, homely, often very unpleasant duties” 
that basing a marriage on romantic love is unwise. We approach 
the problem from the very opposite corner. Just because marriage 
must of necessity be composed on monotonous and unpleasant as- 
pects, it is lightened and ennobled by the love between the partners. 
Why else, then, was this emotion conceived by the all-knowing Crea- 
tor?

I read your column with inter- 
est each week, as I think the ori- 
gin of names is such an exciting 
study. I’d like to know the origin 
of my married name, Dryer. 

As far as I know, there is only 
one Jewish family with the name 
Dryer. They originated from Bo- 
bruisk, Russia and their name 
was spelled Dreyer, there.

Dreyer is a trade name derived 
from the Yiddish “shnirdreyer,' 
meaning a “maker of ornamental 
braid or cord for the trimming 
of uniforms.’ The German equiv- 
alent was “Schnurdreher.’ The 
occupation of braidmaker was 
quite widespread among Jews of 
the 18th and 19th century. It was 
one of the luxury trades at which 
they excelled. Members of the no- 
bility and of the numerous royal 
courts of Europe were enthusias- 
tic customers. The family name 
Dreyer, also spelled Dreher and 
Dreier, is not at all rare among 
Jews of Eastern Europe origin.

BUCHAREST—(JTA)—A _ col- 
lege to train Yiddish teachers in 
Rumania will soon be established 
here, it was announced this week 
by the Ministry of Education.

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The Editor's Chair 

IF I TELL YOU that the 
device has been found to start 
a nation-wide adult Jewish edu- 
cation movement which will 
sweep the U.S. Jewish commun- 
ity in another five to 10 years, 
you'll think the heat has affected 
me, 

But I’ve just come down from 
a top of a mountain and if you 
think that I’m over-enthusiastic 
in what I’m about to describe 
to you, then you should remem- 
her that I’m a tough, case-hard- 
ened reporter and that Dr. Mord- 
ecai M. Kaplan and Dr. Solomon 
Grayzel were moved as much as 
I was, if not more. 

At wildacres, high in the Blue 
Ridge mountains of North Caro- 
lina, on the estate of Mr. and 
Mrs, I. D. Blumenthal, a group 
of laymen, mostly hard-headed 
businessmen and B'nai B'rith 
members, came together in the 
second annual Institute,on Juda- 
ism sponsored by the North Caro- 
lina B’nai B'rith, and headed by 
its youthful president, Maurice 
Weinstein of Charlotte, who also 
is the prime mover in the Insti- 
tute idea. 

The men drove up in shiny 
new limousines. Among them 
were house builders, a salesman 
for hosiery machcinery, a loan- 
shop operator, lawyers, a chemi- 
cal salesman and a division mana- 
ger for an exterminating firm, 
and store owners. 

These people are the usual 
types you find in any community, 
They were not the wealthy and 
they were not the intelligentsia, 
although all of them were mem- 
bers of synagogues and temples, 

These same people left with 
a comprehensive knowledge of 
Jewish history and Judaism pos- 
sessed by less than one per cent 
of the U.S. Jewish community ; 
they went home as students of 
Jewish knowledge. Their intet- 
lectual curiosity was alive and 
the ferment stirred up in them 
was bound to lead them to con- 
tinuous interest if not active 
study in Judaism. 

Dr. Kaplan—as might have 
been expected—moved his “stu- 
‘dents” by his keen analysis, his 
unquestioned scholarship and his 
held thinking. But if he had not 
been complemented by Dr. Gray- 
zel, the Institute might not have 
been the sparkling success that 
it was, Dr. Grayzel’s charm al- 
most hid his vast knowledge of 
Jewish history but in the end, 
the picture he gave of the growth 
and development of the Jewish 
people made Jewish history alive 
and vital. 

I suspect that Dr. Kaplan 
came to Wildacres with a rather 
definite conviction that the 
chances for a creative Jeish 
gommunity in the U.S. were al- 
most nil. I am sure that he 
left with an enthusiastic feel- 
ing that there was life in the 
dry bones, 7 

As for myself, I know the U.S. 
Jewish community as well as any- 
one and I’ve been preaching for 
years now, with not a few con- 
verts, that the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity should riot be sold short. 
But I was basing my conclusions 
not on established and demons- 
trable facts; my thesis has been 


that there are forces which have 
been in operation for some years 
now, whose eventual effect will 
inevitably infuse the Jewish com- 
munity with a new life and lead 
to a creative and fruitful Jewish 
life in the U, S. 

The Institute at Wildacres was 
proof. 

What is needed now is some- 
one with the vision to expand 
the Wildacres idea. Wildacres is 
no longer an experiment. It is 
the device for which the U. S. 
Jewish community has_ been 
searching and it remains now on- 
ly to the exploit the idea. 

This is a job for a national 
Jewish organization. Since a state 
component of B’nai B'rith has 
sponsored the Institute, it is only 
logical that B’nai B’rith be given 
the first opportunity to adopt the 
project nationally. But whoever 
takes it over must have vision 
and must be ready to expand the 
program almost immediately. 

Mr. Blumenthal said that he 
would give his estate for a full 
month next year. That would al- 
low for six or seven consecutive 
institutes, reaching 50 to 60 per- 
sons at each four or five day ses- 
sion, or a total in one month of 
almost 500 persons. Wildacres 
would serve not only as the ex- 
perimental station but in a few 
years its full three months would 
be needed to handle all who want- 
ed the exhilarating experience of 
imbibing Jewish knowledge at cne 
of the loveliest spots in the 
world, away from the interrup- 
tions of ordinary life, and se- 
questered and cut off ‘from mun- 
dane affairs. 

Wildacres could possibly take 
care of the Jews of the eastern 
United States, but in the central 
States and then on the Pacific 
coast, and in another spot or two, 
similar locations will have to be 
found or built. 

The impcrtant thing now is to 
find the national Jewish organi- 
zation with vision and leadership. 
If for any reason B’nai_ B'rith 
can't or won’t take over the idea, 
I am sure that at least three na- 
tional organizations will grab the 
chance to get this new project 
whose costS would be almost 
“peanuts” but whose potentiality 
for good is actually and accurate- 
ly unlimited. 





British Jews Unite 
In Calendar Change 


LONDON,—(JTA)—An organi- 
zation known as the Central Com- 
mittee to Defend Jewish Relig- 
ious Interests Against the Dan- 
ger of Calendar Reform was 
established this week at a joint 
meeting of the Board of Dep- 
uties of British Jews, the Ang- 
lo- Jewish Assiciation, the World 
Jewish Congress, Agudas Israel 
and the London Beth Din, court 
of the Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire. 

The meeting considered the ap- 
propriate steps to be taken in 
view of the recently announced 
intention of Panama to bring a 
calendar reform proposal before 
the United Nations Economic and 
Social Council, with which four 
of the foregoing organizations 
have consultative status. Among 
other proposals discussed was 
joint action with other denom- 
inations having their own cal- 
endar, such as the Moslems, Hin- 
dus and the Greek Orthodox 
Church.

HE obvious failure of the United Jewish 

Appeal to reach its goal has already be- 
gun to reap its harvest of carping editorials, 
and there is no question but that the leadership 
of the UJA is not above criticism for some of 
its actions. 

Yet it would be less than honest to blame the 
present leadership for the failure or to charge 
the poor response to various acts of Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., or Henry Montor or to va- 
rious policies of the 1949 drive. 

The 1949 campaign started off with two 
strikes against it, but, even so, it is doubtful 
whether under the best of conditions, the U.S. 
Jewish community would have done much bet- 
ter. 

Jews unfortunately are all too human. In 
their failure to equal last year’s performance in 
giving, they are merely repeating the short- 
sightedness of the 1920’s when they lacked. the 
vision to respond to the call of the Zionists 
to adequately finance the building of the state 
at a. time when all of Palestine could have been 
had almost for the asking. 

The OBSERVER of Nashville overlooks this 
fact in criticizing the present UJA leadership. 
It also ccmpounds the error when it declares 
that the UJA spent $8,000,000 to “electrify” 


Council’s Work 


RAANY months ago, the National Jewish 

Post in all good faith suggested to the 
American Council for Julaism that it quietly 
go out of business.

Criticism of Israel 


ABBI Louis I. Newman’s_ reprimand 

against those Jews who criticize the Is- 
raeli government was sharply worded and 
sounds very much like a generalization that 
cannot stand the test of analysis. 

Rabbi Newman refers particularly to the 
criticism by the Reform and _  Ccnservative 
rabbinate of tendencies in Israel toward a 
theocratic state. He resents taking this criti- 
cism to the general press,- although his state- 
ment is apparently aimed at all recent criti- 
cism, whether made in the general press or 
the Anglo-Jewish press. 

The position he takes leads inevitably to 
restriction of freedom of speech. It may be 
true, as The Post feels, that these fears of the 
rabbinate are inflated, but that does not mean 
that those who are concerned over the alleged 
possibility have no right to voice their concern. 

Rabbi Maurice Eisendrath, president of the 
Union of American Congregations, and Rabbi 
Abraham Feldman, retiring president of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis—the 
Reform leaders who attacked the presumed 
theocratic threat—are Zionists from way back. 
Of course, all the Gonservative rabbis who 


voted the resolution expressing their fears in 
the same matter, are Zionists. 

That the two resolutions were taken to the 
general press may or may not be unfortunate, 
The charges are by no means anti-Israel; the 
rabbis are objecting only to specific acts of 
the government or of the people. Non-Jews 
may not be able to make this distinction but 
that is no reason for withholding criticism. 

If there were a Jewish CHRONICLE of 
London in the U. S. Jewish community reach- 
ing a commanding number of the Jewish fami- 
lies in the U.S., then the criticism would be 
channeled into the Anglo-Jewish press. But 
until that time, it probably will be impossible 
to keep legitimate criticism from the daily 
press. 

Rabbi Newman’s charges would have been 
more valid had he maintained that the situation 
had not been explored sufficiently before the 
resolutions were passed and distributed to the 
general press. It behooves Jewish bodies to at- 
tempt to achieve their aims within the Jewish 
group first, using the general press only after 
all channels have failed and no other alternative 
remains, :

Young college Zionist stand that only those 
who are prepared to go to Israel are true Zion- 
ists is stupid fanaticism, says Detroit Jewish 
Chronicle—We brand as rubbish the statement 
of the U. of M. student that “you are not a 
Zionist because you sign an antiquated formula 
on the back of a slip of paper or even because 
you sell your gold teeth to buy a tree in the 
Negev or again when you learn to mispro- 
nounce Hebrew songs, but solely when you have 
arrived at the conclusion that Zionist logic 
points compellingly toward Israel.” 

Such a remark is fanaticism pure and simple 
and inconsistent with the American-Jewish 
spirit. We can understand why a few young 
zealots, because of religious compulsions or 
the love of the land, would want to desert the 
U. S. to become Chalutzim in Israel. But we 
condemn categorically any attempt to build up 
a strong Chalutzilut movement which would de- 
prive us of our sons and daughters who have 
the deepest loyalty and the strongest love for 
Israel as a symbol. 

Unless you go directly to Israel to help build 


it physically, our callow expert quoted above 
continues patronizingly, “you are a sympa 
thizer, a reconstructionist, a good American, a 
fine Jew or a wonderful person, bless your soul, 
but not a Zionist.” And to this puerile claptrap, 
the erratic National Jewish Post cries “Amen” 
adding that if you oppose a large Chalutz 
movement you are “a second-class American 
Jew.” 


Any attempt to foster a large-scale move 
ment of American young men and women to 
Israel is an infamy, a threat to the well-being 
of American Jewry, who must not be bled of 
its young leaders and who will be rightfully 
stigmatized as disloyal to America by friends 
and enemies alike. Let us rather remain, in the 
words of our young friend above, sympathizers, 
good Americans, and fine Jews withal Zionists, 
because we too love Israel with deep devotion 
without having to make a trip there to prove it.

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DR. PHILIPSON’S LAST MOMENTS 
REVEALED PROFOUND JEWISH DEPTHS 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

It was my sad experience to 
have been with Dr. David Philip- 
son the last hours of his life at 
the Beth Israel Hospital in Bos- 
ton. Several details, from a dis- 
tinctively Jewish _ standpoint, 
should be recorded. They reveal 
aspects of character, for when a 
man is deep in the valley of the 
Shadow he does not, consciously 
or unconsciously, act a _ part. 
They afford, also, glimpses of 
Jewish values. 

Rabbi Stanley Brav was in to 
see me Monday morning, June 27, 
and told me that Dr. Philipson 
was in the hospital. Early that 
afternoon I was by his bed side. 
He recognized me immediately. 
He groaned heavily; he was in 
deep pain. The nurse was busily 
engaged in an effort to make 
him comfortable; but he was 
fighting hard. I tried to make 
light conversation and he re- 
sponded; he was alert and evi- 
dently clear in his mind as to 
where he was. He took my hand 
and held it, for what seemed to 
me a very long time; perhaps 
twenty minutes, or even half an 
hour. 

“What part of Boston is this?” 
he asked. I told him, but did not, 
at the moment, attach any spe- 
cial significance to the question. 
“Where is the dinner?” he asked. 
I assumed that he had in mind 
some function associated with 
the CCAR meeting, and I made 
some non-committal reply. “Tell 
them I can’t be there.” I an-

swered that I would. “I want to 
go to my room,” he groaned. The 
nurse assured him he was in his 
room. “Where are my clothes?” 
The nurse assured him they were 
in his closet. All along he held 
my hand, rather firmly. He re- 
leased it only when the nurse 
insisted on adjusting his bedding. 
Seeking to withdraw quietly, for 
it was obvious that the man was 
in pain and the nurse, with mar- 
velous patience and skill, was 
hard at work, I said that I would 
be in again; at the moment, I 
said, I had to visit a member of 
my congregation who was in the 
hospital. “Do that,” he = said; 
“do that. Always visit your mem- 
bers when they are sick.” 


I called on him again the next 
day, Tuesday, at about one 
o’clock. He was moaning even 
more heavily. This time a light 
oxygen tent was over him, and 
that nurse was. there, working al- 
most desperately in the effort to 
make him a bit comfortable, but 
he fought and fought hard, seek- 
ing to pull that tent off, tearing 
at the bedding. He recognized 
me immediately. He reached out 
for my hand. Again he took it 
and held it. I had the feeling 
that he was frightened. Again 
he asked me, “Is this Boston?” 
I assured him. “Is this a Jewish 
hospital?” I assured him further 
that it was a famous Jewish hos- 
pital, that his doctor was a Jew, 
that the nurses were Jewish.

CHARGED AGAINST NJP BY PINS 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 
For some time now I have been 
amazed at the “silent treatment” 
which The National Jewish Post 
gives to news about Jewish youth 
activities and organizations. 

You repeatedly express con- 
cern over the future of American 
Jewry. Yet you show no interest 
appreciation or understanding of 
Jewish youth and young adults, 
who after all will be the mem- 
bers and leaders of that future 
American Jewish Community. 

To my knowledge, and I have 
been reading The Post for some 
time, you have never given ade- 
quate coverage to any convention 
of a national Jewish youth or- 
ganization. Many of the delibera- 
tions and decisions that take 
place at these youth gatherings 
are of great interest to everyone 
in the Jewish community and 
have significance for the future 
direction of American Jewry. The 
record shows that in many areas 
Jewish youth and youth organ- 
izations have done what the adult 
community has failed to accom- 
plish. 

For example, how many peo- 
ple know that there are over 300 
Jewish youth and young adult 
councils in this country? Jewish 
youth councils are representative 
bodies composed of delegates 
from all the youth groups in a 
particular community and have, 
as their basic objectives, the 
Survival of Judaism, the stimu- 
lation of creativity in Jewish 
life and the promotion of Jewish 
unity. Their activities have in- 
cluded cultural, religious, educa- 
tional, recreational and_ social 
programs. Young people of va- 
rying origins and from different 
Social and economic backgrounds 
have found in the youth coun- 
cis a means for working  to- 
gether through common projects 
and an opportunity for learning 
the skills of cooperation and 
joint planning. 

Furthermore, while the adult 


community has not succeeded in 
creating an American Jewish As- 
sembly, there already exists a 
National Jewish Youth Confer- 
ence. The NJYC, which is spon- 
sored by the National Jewish 
Welfare Board, is the overall 
body of local and regional Jew- 
ish youth and young adult coun- 
cils and national Jewish youth 
organizations. To date the fol- 
lowing national groups have al- 
ready officially affiliated with 
the conference: B’nai Akivah 
(Hapoel Hamizrachi), Habonim 
Labor Zionist Youth, Intercol- 
legiate Zionist Federation of 
America, Jewish Young Frater- 
nalists, Junior Hadassah, Junior 
Mizrachi Women, Masada, Na- 
tional Federation of Temple 
Youth, National Young Judaea, 
and Noar Mizrachi. 


The National Jewish Youth 
Conference this year sponsored 
Jewish Youth Week, which at- 
tracted nationwide attention—ex- 
cept of course in Indianapolis. In 
addition, the Conference conducts 
a youth lecture service, an Is- 
raeli work study tour, a DP Stu- 
dents Correspondence project, a 
council news service, and also 
provides program aids and sug- 
gestions for local youth councils. 

Today many issues and chal- 
lenges face us as American 
Jews. Much effort and coopera- 
tion will be needed to meet these 
issues successfully. To accom- 
plish the task before us, a part- 
nership between youth and 
adults is needed. Just as youth 
must be informed about the or- 
ganization, activities and _ prob- 
lems of the total American Jew- 
ish community, likewise the 
adult community should know, 
understand and support youth or- 
ganizations, councils and activi- 
ties. The NJP can do much to 
help in this direction.

Promise Jews Esteem 
BUDAPEST,—(JTA)—A mem- 


orial honoring 1,146 Jews who 
were deported to their death dur- 
ing the war from the town of 
Mohaacs was unveiled this week

URGES PIONEERS TO ISRAEL RETURN 
TO HELP U.S. JEWRY TO SURVIVE 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

The end of the school year has 
brought Israelt scholarships and 
the opening of Jewish camps 
throughout the United States, 
some of which are dedicated to 
Zionism; on the other hand, Sun- 
day and Hebrew schools have 
closed their classrooms and thou- 
sands of our youth are cut off 
from the Jewish community for 
two months—many will not re- 
turn. 


Many people are concerned 
with American Zionism at this 
time; some feel that Zionism will 
have little significance in Amer- 
ican Jewish life; there are even 
those who would try to distin- 
guish between Israeli Jew and 
American Jew, as though they 
had but little in common. 

A great deal has been said 
about the latter group and I 
would not waste words discuss- 
ing their philosophies. I am more 
concerned with those who ap- 
proach Zionism with a positive 
attitude. 

A letter in a recent issue of 
The Post proposed that the ZOA 
put greater emphasis on chalut- 
ziut, fhat 10,000 might be sent. I 
would like to agree .with that 
writer but I would add to it. 

Let us send American chalut- 


zim to Israel; however, let them 


return as chalutzim. With such a 
spirit in mind they could do a 
great deal of work in communi- 
ties here—perhaps give Ameri- 
can Jewry that necessary “shot 
in the arm.” In that manner, 
we could help both Israel and 
our American Jewish communi- 
ty. 

Yet we need more than that. A 
good policy might be to exchange 
students and _ teachers. Those 
who have dedicated themselves 
to the building of a strong Jew- 
ish community in the U. S.—so- 
cial workers, group leaders, rab- 
binical students—should be sent

to Israel to study. Such an exe 
change of students, teachers and 
chalutzim would train a_ select 
group; that is only half of the 
job. Much must be done with 
our youth who do not participate 
in this proposed program. They 
must have camps, English and 
Hebrew speaking, to which all 
will be able to go. Those who 
take advantage of the teacher 
and chalutz exchange can serve 
such camps as counsellors, ete 
They can also serve the com- 
munity as teachers and spiritual 
leaders; for they will have tasted 
Hebrew life, the spirit of which 
they may well be able to induct 
into our Jewish communities 
here. In this way, our youth 
might find their places in a lo- 
cal, national and world wide 
Jewish community, which is 
dynamic and alive.

REVISED HISTORY OF JEWS 
POSES A SEARCHING QUESTION 


A Short History of the Jewish People, Illustra- 
ted Edition, Revised and Enlarged, by Cecil Roth, 
470 pages, East and West Library, $5.00

ISTORY is an art; none but 
ote should write it. The 
“scientific” historians are dull fel- 
lows, but that is the least one has 
against them. They are also liars, 
as every teller of folk tales knows. 
What is truth, 
asked jesting Pil- 
ate (a most un- 
fortunate official 
of the manda- 
tory power) and 
wisely did not 
stay for an an-§ 
swer. Henry Ad 
ams, anemic An- 
tisemite, thought ™ ca g 
he knew, and elaborated a whol 
philosophy of history which 
would enable one to read it back- 
wards or forwards; it is sadly 
significant that he contented him- 
self with cramped biography. His- 
tory is an art; its secrets lie in 
its viewpoint; victory or defeat, 
glory or despair depend exclusive- 
ly upon the attitude of the histor- 
ian. 

That convenient example, the 
average man, undoubtedly thinks 
of history as something absolute 
and irrevocable, confusing the re- 
‘ord of the past with the past it- 
self. Presumably 2 plus 2 equals 
4 in 1453 and 1950, and the second 
law of thermodynamies is just as 
valid today as a century ago. But 
history deals with larger entities 
than mathematical equations or 
physical laws. History deals with 
truth, and that portion of truth 
we are permitted to see today may 
be very different from the portion 
revealed yesterday or the day be- 
fore. And what seems established 
fact, such as the disappearance of 
Jews in Spain and Portugal at the 
end of the Fifteenth Century— 
to take a minor yet pointed exam- 
ple from Professor Roth’s earlier 
and excellent “History of the Mar- 
ranos”—turns out not to be a 
fact all, but only a near fact, since

Problems range from such a 
comparatively minor one right up 
to central ones of whether Jewish 
history is to be regarded as a sin- 
gle, portenticus entity or a series 
of disconnected episodes, whether 
indeed there is such a thing as 
Jewish history in any sense 
other than there is a history of 
lefthanded persons, or whether 
Jewish history is proud or piti- 
ful. 


At the very start, there is the 
question of where to begin: at 
the creation of the world, with 
Abraham, with the Makkabis, or 
at the destruction of the Holy 
Temple and the establishment of 
Rabbi Johanan ben Zakkai at Jab- 
ne? Valid arguments can be made 
for any of these as the point at 
which our identity was finally es- 
tablished. 


The great history of the Jews 
by Graetz is almost entirely a 
succession of biographies. “A 
Short Histery of the Jewish Peo- 
ple” which was first published in 
1935, was an attempt to give a 
more unified and cohesive form to 
the story of a people determined 
to preserve thir identity in spite 
of all the circumstances which 
worked toward breakdown and 
regrouping. Professor Roth calls 
it a social history, but it is not 
entirely that ; still the emphasis 
has properly been put upon peo- 
ple rather than persons. 

It is a story which Jew thinks 
he knows and few do; and a story 
well worth hearing again and 
again. Quantitively we are a mi- 
nor and insignificant people, less 
than one half of 1 per cent of the 
world’s population. That we have 
contributed considerably more 
than this proportion of illustri- 
ous figures to the history of all 
mankind is a commonplace of 
Jewish self-gratification. That we 
have formulated an intellectual 
and uncompromising _ religion, 
and by the exercise of that relig- 
ion retained our identity and con- 
stantly recruited our spiritual 
force and survived, not as a char- 
acterless remnant but as a vital 
and virfle people, is cause, not 
for complacency, but pride. 

On Passover we talk of that 
which the Eternal did for me; this 
bond of proud continuity, of our 
dependence on the past for our 
strength and the past’s depen- 
dence on our fidelity for its con- 
tinuance, has not only been one

of our most distinctive character- 
istics, but a basically essential 
ene if there are to be Jews a 
thousand years from now as 
there were a thousand or two 
thousand or three thousand years 
ago. 

Now no one undestands so well 
as Professor Roth the extreme 
importance of viewpoint in the 
writing of history, nor the fact 
that Jewish history is as peculiar 
as Jews themselves. In his pre- 
face to this new edition of ‘The 
Short History of the Jewish Peo- 
ple” the author confesses that the 
events of the last sixteen years 
have invalidated the original 
“meliorist outlook” from which 
the book was written. All Jewish 
history, says Professor Roth in 
effect in his 1947 preface, is but 
a prelude to Auschwitz, Treblinka 
and Buchenwald. The centuries of 
ineffective, amateurish, and—in 
retrospect — inefficient persecu- 
tions receive new place and pro- 
portions in relation to the scien- 
tific, regulated and coordinated 
exercises in thanotology (that 
word which was the Nazis’ con- 
tribution to the world’s vocabu- 
lary). 

With undestandable distress, 
Prof. Roth has added a short ac- 
count of these years and struck 
out the adjective “unparalleled” 
before his account of the lynch- 
ings of the aMiddle Ages. Still, the 
basic work itself, written before 
the gemutlich and grossartich ex- 
amples of Aryan artistry and in- 
genuity existed, assumed a future 
of sweetness, and light, of under- 
standing between Jew and Gen- 
tile, a world in which Jews could 
be chosen to suffer no worse than 
a snub at the country club. 

Unfortunately this generosity 
in recognizing its shortcomings 
and the author’s courage in re- 
printing his preface to the first 
edition does not take the curse of 
the work as it stands, or change 
the narrow and optimistic view- 
point with which it was written. 
We are not quite so sure any 
more that the path, im spite of 
twists and turns. leads ever on- 
ward and upward. We, as befits a

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Asch Quits Freiheit In Blast 
At Silence on Culture Pogrom

NEW YORK-—Sholem Asch, noted Yiddish novelist, announced 
here that he had severed all connections with the Jewish Culture 
Alliance, known as YIKUF, because the organization had “ignored 
the pogrom which Soviet Russia has been conducting against Jew. 
ish publications and Jewish culture.” 


In a letter published in “The 
Day,” New York Yiddish daily, 
Asch accused YIKU#, an alleged 
pro-Soviet organization formed 
before the war for the purpose 
of spreading Yiddish culture 
through the dissemination of 
books, of shutting “the mouths” 
of the contributors to its publica- 
tion “Yiddishe Kultur” and of 
ignoring and “condemning to ob- 
scurity all who dared to protest 
against the injustice.” Asch did 
not give full details in his letter, 
but it is believed his darts were 
directed against a recent “Yid- 
dishe Kultur” issue which failed 
to react to the reported disap- 
pearance of many of the outstand- 
ing Soviet Jewish writers. 


According to rumors eircu- 
lating here several contributors 
to YIKUF’s publication attempt- 
ed to raise the issue of Russia’s 
alleged suppression of Jewish 
culture, but their articles were 
not published on alleged orders 
from Communist elements said 
to be in full control of the or- 
ganization. 


It was also rumored that sev- 
eral members of the YIKUF 
board had voted a resolution 
touching on the position of Jews 
in Soviet Russia but that the 
same elements vetoed the move 
and stopped “Yiddishe Kultur” 
from publishing it. 

Asch Is Through 

Asch asserted that he had au- 
thorized YIKUF to publish four 
of his books, that only two had 
appeared so far and that he con- 
tributed $1,200 to the organiza- 
tion so that 500 copies of the 
books may be distributed gratis 
to institutions in Israel and Eu- 
rope. 

He stated that he had severed

MIDDLEFIELD, Conn.—A battle of paint 
brushes between friends and foes of a large 
public sign “For Christians Only” at the resort 
community of Lake Beseck appeared this week 
to have ended in a victory for foes of bigotry. 

The sign was erected in 1930 and brought a 
constant flood of criticisms from outside. Foes 
of the sign frequently marked it up and de-

Report of Jewish Agency Ban Rejected 


Agudas Israel Denies Forced 
To Drop Independent Fund Drive 


NEW YORK—The ultra-Orthodox Agudas Israe] denied this 
week that it had been compelled by the Jewish Agency to drop plans 
for an independent campaign to raise $2,000,000. 

The denial was made to Boris Smolar, who made the original 
report in his Jewish Telegraphic Agency column, “Between You 


and Me.” (NJP June 24). 


Smolar reported this week that 
the organization had informed 
him it had not given up its inten- 
tion to launch the campaign in 
New York to support its religious 
program in Israel. 


“Our drive proclaimed at the 
national convention of our organ- 
izaticn has not yet been launch- 
ed and therefore could not be 
stopped,” the Aguda informed 
Smolar. ° 


Produce Or Else 

“Our decision to raise funds in 
this country results from our de- 
votion to the emergency hous- 
ing, cultural and religicus needs 
and projects in our rebuilding Is- 
rael in the spirit of the Torah,” 
the organization told Smolar. 
“Until the Aguda receives a just 
share from the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, which raises its funds from 
the entire Jewish community, we 
will be compelled to conduct an 
independent campaign.” 

Smolar said that the statement 
said nothing about the objection 
to the proposed fund campaign 
raised by the Jewish Agency ex- 
ecutive in New York and by the 
Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds. 

He reported that, nevertheless, 
the two agencies were determined 
to prevent multiple fund-raising 
in the U. S. for Israel and that 
the Aguda drive was included.

Israeli Still Hold 
1100 Arab POWs 


JERUSALEM, — (J T A) — Ap- 
proximately 1,100 of the original 
6,000 Arab prisoners of war are 
still in Israeli hands, Dr, Otto 
Lehner, International Red Cross 
reprensentative in the Jewish 
state, told a press conference 
this week. The POW’s include 66 
Syrians who will be exchanged 
for 42 Jewish prisoners now in 
Damascus and ten Iraq soldiers. 
The remainder are classified as 
Palestinians, of whom approxi- 
mately 700 come from areas 
now occupied by Israel, the Red 
Cross official said. 

A number of these latter pris- 
oners will soon be released, The 
Red Cross will remain in Pal- 
estine until all POW’s are either 
released or exchanged, Dr. Leh- 
ner added, The 42 Israelis now 
held prisoner in Damascus will 
be exchanged as soon as the Is- 
raeli-Syrian armistice is signed, 
it was learned here today.

permit to enter Israel.” 

The statement said that Arab 
citizens in Israel could apply for 
entry permits for their relatives. 
Such application would be accep- 
ted by district commissioners in 
Jerusalem, Jaffa, Haifa, Lydda 
and Ramleh, as well as by mili- 
tary governors in each of these 
zones, Entry permits would be 
granted only to wives and chil- 
dren under 15 years of age.

Satellite Zionists 
Go Underground 


NEW YORK — (JTA) — The 
Zionist Labor Committee for Re- 
lief and Reconstruction this week 
made public a report on condi- 
tions of Jews in Eastern Europe 
stating that Zionist organizations 
in countries behind the Iron Cur- 
tain have been forced to go un- 
derground as a result of anti- 
Zionist campaigns being conduct- 
ed in those countries. 

The report says that in recent 


‘weeks jails in Hungary and Ru- 


mania are being “packed with 
Zionist fighters.” Every Jew 
who is suspected of wishing to 
go to Israel is being arrested, the 
report adds. It emphasizes that 
thousands of Jews in Eastern Eu- 
rope now live “a life of persecu- 
tion and are afraid to remain in 
their homes.” 

Jewish Communists in Eastern 
Europe are aiding their respec- 
tive governments to “throw a 
scare into the Jewish population 
not to participate in any Zionist 
activity and not to think of leav- 
ing their homes and proceeding 
to the Jewish homeland,” the re- 
port states. Zionist leaders in 
Eastern Europe, particularly La- 
bor Zionist officials, the report 
notes, ‘are now entirely depen- 
dent on help emanating from 
abroad,
